DECISION ON PETITION 
TO WITHDRAW 

HOLDING OF 
ABANDONMENT 


This is a decision on petitioner's request filed July 30, 2004, to review the holding of abandonment 
mailed July 1, 2004 for failure to respond to the Office action mailed November 21, 2003.
